hundred souls were lost in her, but the 
peculiar interest of her story lies ifa the 
circumstance of her having had OB board 
the crew of her Majesty's ship Provi- 
dence that had gone ashore on a coral 
reef some time before. The vastest 
calamity, 
however, for which the 


cyclone, down to the present tune— 
down to even these d&ys of under- 
manned and ill-found eraft of ail sort— 
is responsible is that of the 16s» of Aa 
prizes taken by Admiral Rodney on 
Apiil 1, 1782, along with a great num- 
ber of merehantmen and most of tire 
men-of-war convoying the fleet There 
were three battle-ships of eeventy-foar 
and sixty-four guns, amounting m an, 
with merchantmen and others, to 
ninety-two sail 
A cyclone burst upon 


this fleet on September 16, ^782. IB 
those times there was Iittie if any 
knowledge of the law of storms, and 
the ships unhappily hove to on the 
wrong tacV 
Next day, at two in the 


afternoon, a shift of wind of terrific 
violence took them all aback, and tie 
Issue of this memorable storm was that 
the whole of the men-of-war, with the 
exception of the Canada, foundered or 
were abandoned, while auoh was the 
havoc among the merchantmen that it 
is gencially accepted as the greatest 
naval disaster on record. Three thou- 
sand seamen are said to have perished. 
Our sea captains have plentiful knowl- 
edge nowadays of the laws which regu- 
Jate these temble storms of wind, and 
the rules laid down tor the avoidance 
of these inconceivably savage atmos- 
pheric outbieaks are so plainly written 
and so easy of comprehension that dis- 
aster befalling a ship from a cyclone 
may commonly, with little fear of do- 
ing injustice, be attnbuted to bad sour 
Tjaanship —Lmidon Telegraph

or open ruptures which had been expect- 
ed us the result of the differences In the 
ranks o£ the party in New York and tins 
city. This was due in the main to the 
conservative policy adopted throughout 
the sessions by the administration of the 
Egan party, which also showed itself in 
the result to be thoroughly disciplined. 
The result of the convention is that the 
headquarters of the League remain in 
Nebraska, and that the control ol the 
organization Is confirmed in Egan anc 
Sullivan. Parnell has been indorsed, ant 
the dyjiiimite or physical force policy 
effectually squelched. 


It was within a few minutes ol fom 


o'clock when the afternoon session was 
called to order. The report of the com 
mlttee on constitution, which was flrst in 
order, was simply a rehearsal of the con- 
stitution adopted at Boston in 1883. 
It 


was about to go through by acclamation, 
when Delegate Auger, of Rochester, N. 
Y., moved that clause 6 be sticken out, 
urging that it negatived the message of 
good will which they had sent across 
the water. This clause read us follows: 


"To hait the enemy where he will fed it 
moat by refusing to purchase any article of 
English manufacture and by using all legiti- 
mate Influences to discourage tradesmen 
fromkeeplngKugllshmanufactures on sale.' 


The motion to strlne out the clause 


caused the most animated debate of the 
day. Tom Brennan, of Iowa, declared 
that the boycott ou English manufac- 
turers was the most powerful weapon the 
Irish could use, and urged Redmond to 
go back to England and tell the people 
that they would cease to traffic in English 
goods until the relations between Ireland 
and England were changed. 


Speeches of u similar tenor were made 


by several delegates from Canada, and 
finally, in the midst of con siderable con- 
fusion, the motion to strike out was lost 
by a majority of ten to one. 


Kev. George Pepper, a Methodist min- 


ister, of Louisville, entertained the dele- 
gation with a speech pending the arrival 
of the committee on nuance, and got the 
audience up on its feet by declaring that 
if there was ever u call to arms In Ireland 
there would be one vacant pulpit in 
Louisville. 


The report of the finance committee 


showed that in the past two years the 
sum of $320,452 had beenreceived for the 
parliamentary fund, of which 8314,452 
had been forwarded to Mr, Parnell.
